Leaders in Congress

year extension of the reparations 
and war debt moratorium will be 
laid before congressional leaders by 
President Hoover tonight when they 
confer with him at a special White 
House conference. 

This exclusive information was 
revealed today to the International 
News Service by a high republican 
authority who discussed the mat- 
‘ter with the president within the 
‘last few days.

In that 
short time he won universal fame 
and the love of the American peo- 
ple.

SLOWLY SINKING 


Inventor ‘Is So Weak 
That He Cannot 
Stand Alone 


WEST ORANGE, N. J.—(INS)— 
Thomas A. Edison was believed to 
be slowly but surely sinking today. 
Authough his physician, Dr. Hu- 
bert S. Howe, issued a' formal state- 
ment that there had been little 
change in the inventor’s condition 
during the last 24 hours, he said 
later that his 84-year-old patient 
was so weak that he had to be 
carried from his chair to his bed. 

Edison’s mental condition was de- 
scribed by his physician as “lethar- 
gic.” 

“Mr. Edison has been unable to 
take half the quantity of food and 
fluid that he was taking four days 
ago, which is very bad because he 
needs both to countéract the poi- 
sons,” Dr. Howe said. “Another 
indication of his loss of strength is 
the fact that. he must be carried 
from his bed to a chair and re- 
turn. While three or four days ago

“quite a hero; quite a disappoint- 
ment; quite a good thing.” How- 
ever, “quite a number” and “quite 
a few” are unjustifiable, according

Mad Creek has been turned into an open sewer by an in- 
flow of refuse from certain industries located near it. As it 
flows toward the Mississippi the stench accumulates and de- 
velops in foulness and intensity, not only constituting an in- 
tolerable nuisance, but becoming the breeding place of di- 
gease germs and menacing the health of the city. 

Many dwelling houses are located within range of these 

- odors and on hot days hundreds of persons who have to cross 
- thig:stream are subjected to an extremely disagreeable and 
long’ temembered experience. : 

It is a source of growing wonder that Muscatine with its 
splendid lighting system, which is second to none in the state 
and is owned by the community, and .its splendid publicly- 
owned water system, which dispenses some of the cleanest 
and finest water in the state at a low rate, should not have 


moved years ago toward the abolition of its Mad Creek nuis- 
ance. . 

There has Becna considerable spread of contagious di- 
seases in Muscatine. How much of thisis due to the Mad 
Creek open sewer gathering the foul drainage from industries 
and carrying them through the city to the Mississippi river? 

It is high time that something were done to end this nuis- 
ance and menace. There is no better time to begin than now 
when ‘the question of finding employment for the city’s un- 
employed is particularly pressing on account of the approach 
of winter. Something that would sweeten the air and pro- 
tect the citizens next summer might be started right now. 
There are good engineers available to the city who might of- 
fer a feasible plan for abolishing this nuisance. 


The Breakdown of a Basic Industry 

In yesterday’s Midwest Free Press was told the tragical 
story of the collapse of one of America’s major industries in 
an INS news dispatch. 

The facts disclosed are startling and are significant of the 
collapse and passing of our present system of private mon- 
opoly. 

C. Edward Morris, the writer, presents two causes for this 
collapse—the overdevelopment of the industry in relation to 
the market for coal, and secondly, the recent development of 
substitutes for coal as a source for power, such as oil, gas and 
water power. 

The first cause is the essential and important one. In spite 
of the growing use of power substitutes for coal the demand 
for coal has steadily increased and at present the nation uses 
an enormous amount. Yet, despite this steadily increasing 
use of coal this industry has been so over-capitalized, over- 
equipped and over-manned that overproduction in this in- 


dustry has reached a ruinous stage. This stage of overpro- 
duction would have come in spite of the development of other 
sources of power. In faet it is inherent in the present sys- 
tem. Every industry under the present system develops 
machinery to the point where it produces far more than the 
present market can buy and absorb. The development of 
power substitutes for coal meant only that THIS DISAST- 
ROUS CONDITION CAME MORE QUICKLY IN THE COAL 
INDUSTRY THAN IN OTHER INDUSTRIES.

tion: “One hundred and twenty-five thousand of these min- 
ers, at least, are now hopelessly crushed beneath the tumbling 
debris of an appalling economic debacle. . . .

FOR SUBMARINE SALVAGE 


WASHINGTON—(INS)—A new 
device for the salvaging of sub- 
marines is reported to have been 
patented by a Swedish engineer, ac- 
cording to a report received in the 
Commerce Department from Trade 
Commissioner Basil D. Dahl at 
Stockholm.

If the facts about so-called 
“Preventive Medicine” were gener- 
ally known to the public there 
would net be any tolerance what- 
ever for compulsory medication of 
any kind, ‘especially for the exam- 
ination and subsequent inoculations 
that. ate now carried out in the 
publie schools.

Organizations of philanthropic 
nature are appealed to in promot- 
ing campaigns of health education 
of the orthodox or “regular” va- 
riety.

However, in spit of all the med- 
ical propaganda directed by the 
American Medical Association and 
its agents everywhere the public is 
awakening to the false claims of 
preventive medicine, and even 
though many facts detrimental to 
the use of serums and vaccines are 
suppressed, still the dangers are 
coming to light constantly.

But a person who has been 
vaccinated is just as liable’ to con- 
tagion from smallpox as an unvac- 
cinated person according to present. 
medical knowledge; and toxin-an- 
titoxin is know now not to be any 
protection against diphtheria. This 
fact is admitted even by physicians 
who have used this fallacious meth- 
od until recently.

He called the 
judge's attention to the large rep- 
resentation of the press, contending 
that the presence of so many news- 
paper men would have an influence 
on the jury that would be :deroga- 
tory to his client.

OUT OF HOMES 


Appalling Hardships 
Of Workers and 
Families Told

Live In Tents 

There..six patched tents huddle 
haphazardly together ona soggy 
strip of ground below the level of 
the road which follows the yellow 
waters of Kelly’s creek. 

These tents were hastily thrown 
up at sundown on Sept. 21,'to give 
shelter that very night to five fami- 
lies of miners just evicted from 
their homes. at the nearby camp of 
the Kelly’s ‘creek colliery company. 

The evictions were the aftermath 
of.a 33-day..strike which was brok- 
en on August 8. 

In one-of these flimsy shelters 
nine people are trying to keep dry 
and warm. 

‘Pa, I'm Hungry’ 

The first. word a reporter for In- 
ternational News Service heard as 
he approached the forlorn colony 
of makeshift “homes” was: 

“Pa, I’m hungry!” 

The whimper came from a four- 
year-old girl, youngest of P. 
Nidiffer’s six children. The bare- 
legged child might have stepped 
right out of one of those pesters de- 

picting children starving in Vienna 
har the World war. Her distend- 
ed stomach, spindly legs and pop 
eyes furnished telltale evidence of 
undernourishwent. 

“Ma will come back with some 
bread later, I reckon,” the miner 
told his little girl. “Run off now 
and look for some more paw- 
aws” 

About 150 miles northwest of the 

Kelly’s creek tent colony—in the 
Monongahela Valley coal field — 
some unneeded miners are being 
demobilized with less suffering. 

The latter have nominally won 
the battle. ; But the hollowness of 
their victory.is shown by the fact 
that the union recently voluntary 
accepted’ a wage cut rather than 
see its members thrown out of work 
through. the competition of non- 
unjon mines, 

This survey reyealed that more 
than 28° per cent of the school- 
children in six large mining com- 
munities around Morgantown were 
undernourished. Two years ago in 
the same schools only 5 per. cent 
of the pupils were underngurished.

and insurance companies which can 
loan funds to the farmer. should 
organize the credit corporation and 
act as a clearing house to accept 
the paper only when the bank finds 
itself overburdened with such cer- 
tificates and an emergency arises 

The plan includes that the hold- 
ing corporation accept livestock 
paper as well’ as rediscount paper 
and warehouse receipts. The ware- 
house receipts will be issued by 
warehouse boards in each county 
where, according to the state ware- 
house law, the farmer will be able 
to seal his grain in his own crib 
and draw money on it. 

Until this time, Iowa farmers 
have had .-considerable difficulty 
rediscounting their warehouse re- 
ceipts making federal funds at the 
intermediate credit bank at Omaha 
available. 

Would Finance Warehouse 

The committee feels that there 
is sufficient capital in Iowa banks 
to finance the warehouse act but 
that small banks have been afraid 
to accept the paper for fear that 
they would be overburdened with 
it. The credit corporation, organ- 
ized by the bankers, as a clearing 
house would relieve all such strain 
that might arise. According to 
Governor Turner, Hasbrouck has 
estimated that only 10 per cent of 
the paper would have to be handled 
directly by the holding company 
and that amount would not be a 
hardship. 

Although Governor Turner seem- 
ingly overlooked the importance of | ed 
Iowa bankers in the relief program 
when, he named his corn price 
committee, they are greatly inter- 
ested in the program and, at the 
Wednesday meeting, will be able 
to voice their opinions for the first 
time. In case any definite plan 
is established it will be under the 
direction of the State Superintend- 
ent of Banking L. A. Andrew who 
has offered to cooperate with the 
governor. 

Turner Appeals to Farmers 

The governor is making a state 
wide appeal to all the farmers of 
Iowa, America’s greatest corn pro- 
ducing state. In a statement he 
has asked landlords and bankers 
not ‘to force distress payments: He 
suggests that the farmers either 
held or feed their corn to livestock. 
The livestock market and the grain 
market are dependent upon each 
other and for a farmer to feed his 
grain would be a benefit. 

The corn price committee in its 
appeal to all Iowa farmers is seek- 
ing cooperation from each locality. 
Within a week, Governor Turner 
expects to outline the plans in a 
radio address. 

One organization has already 
gone forward in aiding the farmer 
to hold his grain. The Iowa 
Grange recently organized a credit 
corporation at Fort Dodge, cap- 





italized at $100,000, for the benefit 
of its members and their custom-| 
ers. W. H. Thompson, secretary of | 
the organization, is a member of 
the governor’s committee. 
Governor Confers With Stone 
Governor Turner and his asso- 
ciates have had conferences with | 
Chairman of the Federal Farm| 
Board Stone, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Hyde, and chairman of the 
Board Eugene 
Meyer. Turner also had a confer- 
ence with President Hoover, a na- 





tive Iowan. 

The heads of the federal depart- | 
ments, according to the governor | 
seem interested in the Iowa plight 
but do not realize the necessity for | 
emergency measures. “We have told | 
the Federal Reserve bank that they | 
were made for just such an em-| 
ergency and that if they cannot 
meet it they have failed to meet 
their purpose,” Turner has said. 

The problem today took on a 
more national aspect when Gover- 
nor Turner asked governors of all 
the “corn states” to aid in his pro- 
gram. A conference with all these 
chief executives will probably take 
place in the immediate future. 

Plan Underway In Nebraska 

Already similar plans are under- 
way in Nebraska and reports state 
that Illinois is also planning im- | 
mediate steps to relieve the situa-| 
tion. With the cooperation of ail 
corn producing states, the price of 
grain is bound to ascend. 

“We continue to insist through 
the cooperation of other states that 
the government departments, which 
should be interested in this man-| 
ner, furnish something more def-| 
inite than they have offered so} 
far,” the governor’s statement con- | 
tinued.
